According to a report in a ver- 
nacular newspaper, a -serious 
fracas occurred on Saturday after- 
noon at the big Chinese theatre, 
Lock Shin, situated in the Sai- 
kwan ‘ district, Canton, following; 
trouble Which broke .out belweeh 
the management of the theatre 
and some troops. As a result, a 
Hband of more than 100 soldiers 
launched an attack on the theatre, 
ransacking-the place and decamp- 
ing with booty valued at $1,000, 

Accordingy to. Canton reports, 
the trouble originated when four 
soldiers‘ attempted {o enter the 
theatre without tickets, “At the 
entrance, they were stopped by: the 
ticket collectors, ‘who informed 
them that as It was after five 
v'clock, it would be | useless .for 
them to go inside, o8 the after- 
noon performance had concluded. 
However, the soldiers perajsted, 
and a quarrel ensued, ‘Ultimate- 
ly, the soldiers went away, threa- 
tening to come back with . more 
men, i 


Fokl Captured. 


At 7.30 the same evening, when 
the night'session was in progress, 
about thirty soldiers arrived at 
the theatre and demanded that the 
management: produce the ticket 
collectors who had refused the 
soldiers admittance earlier in the 
day. It so happened that one of 
the fokis. ‘of the theatre’ was ‘at 
this time leaving the place to buy 
some articles and when he emerg- 
ed he was seized by the soldiers, 


|who -agsaulted ,him and took him 


back to their headquarters, 

The management of the theatre 
immediately telephoned tq the 
police and the latter arrived on 
the’ seenc, arresting one of the 
ring-leaders of the trouble and 
dispersing the others. : 


» Theatre Rushed. 


At about nine o’elock the same 
evening, @ much larger party ‘of 
soldiers, more than three hundred 
in all, armed with jron bars and 
wooden weapons, arrived on the 
stene and soon started to throw 
stones and other missilés into the 
theatre, shouting thal they wanted 
to. fight. Ba a 

A algnal was then given by one 
of the soldiers’ leaders, and an at- 
tack on.the thentre ensued. How- 
ever, the two main entrances were 
promptly shut‘and this prevented 
the soldiers. from entering the 
main part of the theatre,’ where 
the performance was being wit- 
nessed by more than a thousand 
spectators. / “ 

However, the soldiers continued 
to attack ‘the theatre with’ iron 
bars and éventually they succeed- 
ed in gaining an entrance through 
a side door, which led them to the 
theatre office. As the soldiers, 
rushed in, ali the men ‘on duty at 
the office took to thelr heels. 

Theatre Ransacked. 

The soldiers then proceeded to 

ransack the place, and Jater de- 
camped with clothing and other 
belongings of: the, fokis' of the 
theatre, as well as’'a few hundred 
dolMars of the ‘ticket-money, the 
whole being valued at $1,000. 
' The affair has’ been reported to 
the headquarters of the Canton 
Garrigon.. It is believed that the 
soldiers were from unjls recently 
returned from the Enst Riyer.

He has improved to the extent 
that his movements are much 
quicker, ‘but his punching {s..no 
more effective, It looks -heavy 
but he fails to get his weight be- 
chind It.

Therefore, there is a point. at 
which excessive taxation defeats 
its own ends, Beyond that ‘point 
it produces no revenue to the Gov- 
ernment and merely destroys 
trade.
